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DECISION ON PETITION 
UNDER 37 CFR 1.182 



This is a decision on applicants' "Corrected Response to Notification of Missing 
Requirements under 35 U.S.C. 371" filed on 25 April 2001 in the above referenced application 
and treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.182 A petition fee of $130 is required and charged to 
applicant ' s deposit account no . 06-1205 per their authorization. 

BACKGROUND 

On 02 March 2001, a Notification of Missing Requirements (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) 
was mailed to applicants indicating that an oath or declaration in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.497(a) and (b) and surcharge for filing the oath or declaration after the thirty month period 
were required. 

On 29 March 2001, applicants filed a response to the Notification of Missing 
Requirements along with a combined declaration and power of attorney and the surcharge for 
filing the declaration after the thirty month period. The declaration referenced application no. 
09/719,523; however, the response and the return post card receipt incorrectly referenced 
application no. 09/791,523. The postcard bore the attorney docket number for application no. 
09/719,523. 

On 25 April 2001, applicants submitted the instant petition treated as a petition under 
37 CFR 1. 182 along with a copy of the itemized postcard receipt date-stamped "Mar 29 2001 M 
and a copy of the declaration allegedly deposited on 29 March 2001 .

DISCUSSION 



A review of the USPTO date-stamped, itemized postcard receipt indicates that the 
declaration for 09/719,523 and check in the amount of $130 was deposited with the USPTO on 
29 March 2001. 

A review of the finance records for 09/791 ,523 indicates that the surcharge for filing the 
declaration after the thirty month period ($130) was paid on 29 March 200 1 . Upon a review of 
the application file for 09/791,523, the declaration for 09/719,523 was located. The declaration 
was dated stamped by the USPTO on 29 March 2001 . Accordingly, it is appropriate to docket 
the declaration in 09/719,523 with a deposit date of 29 March 2001. 

The transmittal letter of 29 March 2001 identified the U.S. national stage application 
number as 09/791,523. The declaration was timely filed and therefore, no extension of time is 
necessary. However, a petition fee of $130.00 is charged to applicants' deposit account no. 
06-1205 to correct the incorrect application number which appeared on the 29 March 2001 
transmittal letter. 



The petition under 37 CFR 1.182 to correct the U.S. application number on the response 
is GRANTED 

The application has an international filing date of 05 October 1999 under 35 U.S.C. 
363 and a 35 U.S.C. 371(c) date of 29 March 2001. 

This application is being forwarded to the United States Designated/Elected Office for 
further processing in accordance with this decision. The application will then be forwarded to 
the appropriate Technology Center for examination in due course.
